The word on the streets 


With this issue of Campaign you will 
find the text for the Street Poll (one 
insert per envelope). This consists 
of one double-sided sheet. One side 
has the multiple choice answers, to 
be photocopied and stuck on to 
card and the other side has the 
questions and the response sheet. 

The following information is based 
on comments from West Midlands 
CND after they conducted a very 
successful street poll in Birmingham. 
We envisage CND groups conducting 
these polls throughout the summer 
(or at the very least when it’s a bit 
warmer!) with a finishing date 
towards the end of September. As 
well as groups getting local publicity 
with the results, we will then collate 


the results and release them 
nationally. 

Interviewers should have at least a 
short session of training in order to 
be clear about what each question 
means so that the emphasis can be 
put in the right place. This could take 
the form of a brief get-together and 
role play session within the group. 
They should be consistent in their 
approach and introduction to 
members of the public. Whether they 
use ‘may I ask you 3 quick questions?’ 
or add “about nuclear weapons?” 
may affect the response. They should 
not wear a CND badge or be by a stall 
or disclose their affiliations until the 
interview is over. They should ask for 
and record only the information 


requested. You should also keep a 
note of the number of people that 
take part in the poll as the more 
responses we get, the more accurate 
the results. 

It should be made clear that several 
answers can be given to questions 1 
and 2. It is also important that people 
say, in answer to question 3, what they 
think government policy is ancf not 
what they think it should be. 

Finally, when recording the 
answers on the response sheet, 
interviewers should be consistent in 
their marking. It’s preferable to circle 
the answers and not to have a 
mixture of crosses, underlining, etc. 
Above all, the approach and 
emphasis must be consistent. 

And don’t forget to enjoy 
yourselves as well! 
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This is both a hectic and a decisive 
year for us here on the bonny banks 
of the Gare Loch. With the demo 
here this June, we’d like to let you 
know a bit about the camp and what 
to find when you come up! 

It always surprises first-time visitors, is 
larger than expected and very well 
established. Over the years it has grown 
and become a colourful collection of a 
dozen caravans, an office, communal 
area and boat shed. We have the 
necessities of windmills for battery 
power, hot water and plumbing, wood- 
burning stoves for warmth in each van 
and gas for cooking. 

We work on a team basis, sharing 
the workload and with no structured 
form we all take responsibility for the 
camp and each other. 

We are all active and prepared for 
anything! This includes the huge 
task of feeding all of you who visit 
for the demo, the entertainment 
(don’t worry, we won’t be doing it) 
and playing host for the weekend. 

We have a large and lovely 
woodland that overlooks the loch 
and base. There are lots of clearings 
for tents and fires at night. So, if you 
want to, opt for star gazing and the 
open air - bring all your tents, 
bedding and midge repellent. 

This year brings us a new local 
authority. Our sympathetic ‘no¬ 
nukes’ one is being replaced with 
Argyll & Bute who are very 
conservative. This is a new 
challenge and we need your 
support. Remember that the camp 
is not solely a venue for demos. 
Although home to campers, it is 
open to visitors every day of every 
year. We welcome visits, whether 
it’s for a cup of tea and a chat or for 
a couple of days (or more!)

From boffins to coffins

In the wake of the row about 
sponsorship of Oxford University by 
the grandson of a convicted Nazi, 
CND has published figures revealing 
extensive sponsorship of universities 
by the military - including nuclear, 
classified and American military 
research contracts. 

CND claims that military research and 
development is currently being carried 
out in a total of 70 universities and 
polytechnics around Britain. Around 800 
contracts are involved, at least one of 
which is classified secret. Oxford 
University has received $250,000 from 
the American chemical warfare research 
institute at Fort Detrick to research the 
military implications of the Rift Valley 
Fever virus. 

The increasing susceptibility of 
education to outside commercial and 
military interests is creating greater 
divisions within academic communities, 
and introduces an unhealthy level of 
secrecy in a place that depends on 
freedom of thought and debate. 

The annual value of Ministry of 
Defence research contracts has more 
than doubled since 1985-86 - to £33 
million in 1993-94. The ongoing value 
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is even greater (the average duration of 
a MoD contract is three years), and has 
risen from £65 million in 1991-92 to 
£75 million in June 1993. 

The MoD has refused to publish a list 
of unclassified research projects or to 
give reasons for not releasing the data, 
stating that it was up to universities to 
confirm their involvement. On 20 July 
1993 the House of Commons was told: 
“Universities would prefer us not to 
disclose whether they are receiving MoD 
funds ... in order to protect their 
academic researchers from potentially 
violent extremists” 

The number of universities receiving 
military money is also on the increase. A 
written answer on 20 January 1992 
revealed that the MoD had funded 
research at 43 universities and 11 
polytechnics in the previous three years. 

AWE Aldermaston is funding 29 
research and development contracts 
or agreements with universities and 
polytechnics, worth over £2 million, 
one at a university outside Britain. 
Aldermaston also employs students 
during summer holidays (33 during 
1991), and nine staff from 
Aldermaston are appointed as careers 
liaison officers to universities because 
of recruitment problems.

The first 1996 negotiating session on 
the Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty 
(CTBT) at the United Nations Con¬ 
ference on Disarmament (CD) ended 
on 29 March with many issues still to 
be resolved. Negotiators must over¬ 
come these difficulties in the second 
session between 13 May and 28 June 
1996 if the CD is to complete a CTBT 
for signature this year. There are still 
problems with various aspects of 
verification, on-site inspections and 
even with the CTBT organisation itself. 
Other problems include: 

Scope 

The scope of the CTBT is the part of 
the treaty which explains what is to be 
banned. The majority of states now 
support a proposal from Australia that 
each state party “undertakes not to 
carry out any nuclear weapon test 
explosion or any other nuclear 
explosion...” The main objection 
comes from China which wants an 
exception for so called “peaceful 
nuclear explosions” (or the use of 
nuclear explosions for large scale 
engineering projects). However a 
peaceful nuclear explosion is difficult 
to distinguish from a nuclear weapon 
test explosion. 

Although the US, France and the UK 
have now endorsed the proposal that 
the CTBT should be a “zero yield” 
treaty (ie should ban all tests involving 
a nuclear fission yield) neither Russia 
nor China has yet expressed support 


for this. Like all the other nuclear 
weapon states it is an unfortunate fact 
that they would like to continue to 
develop their nuclear capability. But 
Russia and China lag behind the US, 
France and the UK in the development 
of computer and experimental 
techniques to develop and maintain 
nuclear weapons without having to 
conduct at least a small nuclear 
explosive test. 

Linkage 

In January, India proposed that the 
CTBT should include a commitment to 
achieving nuclear disarmament in a 
time-bound framework. Whilst CND 
supports the idea of nuclear 
disarmament in a time-bound frame¬ 
work, there is widespread concern 
about India’s motivation. There are 
increasing reports the India is 
considering testing and Indian officials 
seem unwilling to rule out the 
possibility of an Indian nuclear test. 
India’s proposal has the effect of 
delaying the CTBT talks and providing 
an excuse for India to refuse to sign the 
treaty. India is generally believed to 
have a nuclear capability and may be 
seeking to keep its nuclear testing 
options open. 

Meanwhile, back in the USA 
The US Department of Energy has 
announced a programme of six “sub- 
critical” nuclear tests. The first test 
codenamed Rebound I is scheduled to 
take place on Tuesday 18 June and will 
be followed by a second test, Holog I on

Thursday 12 September. A further 4 
sub-critical tests will take place in 1997. 

These sub-critical tests will use 
chemical high explosive and special 
nuclear materials such as plutonium, but 
the Department of Energy claims that “the 
materials will never reach criticality” 
(meaning that no self-sustaining chain 
reaction will take place). 

The sub-critical tests are just part 
of the $3 billion per annum, 
Stockpile Stewardship programme 
which will keep the Nevada test site 
and the US weapons laboratories at 
Los Alamos, Livermore and Sandia in 
business for the foreseeable future. 
The programme includes 

construction of new facilities, some 
the size of football stadiums. 

The Stockpile Stewardship 

programme undermines the strength 
of a CTBT as an obstacle to nwclear 
proliferation. It also undermines 
prospects for a CTBT to be signed this 
year by giving countries such as India 
an excuse to delay negotiations. 

In addition the US is currently 
“modifying” its B6l warhead to give it 
an earth penetrating capability. The US 
deploys B6ls at RAF Lakenheath in 
East Anglia, but it is not yet clear 
whether the new “modified” weapon 
will be based in Britain. 


Britain and France 

France is also developing its computer 
simulation and above ground 
experimentation programme, PALEN, 
at a cost of 10 billion francs. In 
Statement on the Defence Estimates 
1993, the UK says that it is looking to 
“sustain confidence both in our 
underwriting of in-service weapons 
and in our ability to develop new 
warheads which may be required in 
the future” by “a further enhancement 
of ‘above ground’ experiments and

computer simulation”. A UK MoD 
memorandum describes this work as 
“progressive developments, under¬ 
taken in continuing cooperation with 
the United States”. 

In addition MoD states that 
“recently there have been technical 
discussions between the UK and 
France on a number of aspects 
including: hydrodynamics experi¬ 
ments; laser plasma physics; computer 
simulation; and possible arrangements 
for peer review”. 


Computer simulation 
Computer simulation and other 
methods of continuing development 
of nuclear weapons is difficult to ban 
under the CTBT because such tests are 
difficult to detect and it is therefore 
difficult to verify whether they are 
taking place or not. One proposal for 
dealing with the issue is to include 
language in the preamble to the treaty 
recommitting the CTBT to the goal of 
nuclear disarmament. Jackie Cabasso 
of Western States Legal Foundation 
(US) suggests the following: 

■ “Recalling the determination 
expressed by the Parties to the Treaty 
on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear 
Weapons to undertake effective 
measures relating to cessation of the 
nuclear arms race at an early date and 
to nuclear disarmament, 

■ Recognizing the urgent need to 
prevent the development, modern¬ 
ization, enhancement or improvement 
of nuclear weapons by any State in 
accordance with the intent of this 
Treaty to advance the goals of nuclear 
disarmament and non-proliferation, 

■ Affirming the principle that 
nuclear disarmament must be 
systematic, progressive, and 
irreversible, and convinced that actions 
intended to ensure maintenance of 
nuclear arsenals indefinitely into the 
future contravene the intent of this 
Treaty.”

Many groups have been concentrating 
their activity on the tenth anniversary 
of Chernobyl and have worked out a 
number of ways to attract publicity. 

SCANS (South Cheshire & North 
Staffs) CND was allowed into the foyer 
of a public meeting, where Michael 
Mansfield QC was speaking, to hand 
out leaflets about Adi Roche’s book 
(and was able to drink the wine 
included in the entrance fee!) They 
also got a single donation of £500, 
bringing their total to over £2000. 
Local schools have donated money 
and more is promised. 

Both Greater Manchester CND and 
Merseyside CND have been collecting 
supplies to send to Chernobyl children, 
some of whom will be coming over for 
a holiday in the summer. 

London Region CND has been busy 
collecting toys, clothes and all sorts of 
useful stuff to send to Chernobyl 
children as well as organising a peace 
camp at Hither Green railway sidings 
where nuclear trains park for several 
hours every week. It is within 100 yards 
of housing and local children play 
there. Some people then went to 
Willesden to meet others who had 
travelled nuclear train routes from 
Size well and Bradwell to leaflet homes 


nearby where all three trains park. 

Groups in the Sussex Alliance for 
Nuclear Disarmament (SAND) have 
held meetings and discussions on 
alternatives to nuclear power. 

Salisbury CND has been raising 
money for Chernobyl Children’s 
Project and they have written to 
schools suggesting they include 
Chernobyl in assemblies. 

Wimbledon CND has succeeded in 
getting a local bookshop to mount a 
display of pictures on the Chernobyl 
Anniversary and to advertise the Adi 
Roche book. The local council also 
agreed to a similar display in the Civic 
Centre. They have had stalls in the 
town centre with Greenpeace and 
Friends of the Earth and have collected 
items to send to Belarus. 

Christian CND gathered outside 
Westminster Cathedral with posters 
and photos to march in silence to 
the BNFL head office where they 
held a silent vigil.
